Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group VI in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examination of additional claims will require 
very little additional searching. This is not found persuasive because claim 17 is 
classified separately. Furthermore, claim 1 6 requires the search for the competitive 
binding and can be classified under class 436, subclass 501 .

Heinrich et al. teach the method of identifying a compound for inhibiting USP- 
ecdysone receptor complex for insecticidal identification (pages 2 and 4-5). Heinrich et 
al. disclose the vector comprising DNA encoding Usp (page 1 1-12).
